. Claims 1-16 are pending in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

Claims 1, 3, 4 and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
TAKETOSHI et al (JP 2001 -27881 0-A; English translated) are maintained for reasons 
of record in the previous office action filed on 03/28/2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
TAKETOSHI et al (cited supra) in view of JUNG et al (Enhanced solubility and 
dissolution rate of itraconazole by a solid dispersion technique. Int J Pharm. 1999 Oct 
5;187(2):209-18) are maintained for reasons of record in the previous office action filed 
on 03/28/2007. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues theoretically that the composition produced by the method 
disclosed in TAKETOSHI does not contain ionic bonds and is unexpectedly superior in 
stabilizing insoluble drug compound as argued by the Rule 132 Declaration that will be 
subsequently submitted. The Examiner finds this argument unpersuasive, because 
Applicant failed to submit the Rule 132 Declaration. 
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Applicant argues that the references provide no teaching to modify or reasonable 
expectation of success. The Examiner finds this argument unpersuasive, because 
TAKETHOSI disclosed any poorly water-soluble drug can be used, and JUNG disclosed 
that itraconazole is a poorly water-soluble drug.
